of Cork, was appreciably weaker 
this morning as a result of his hun- 
ger strike, says a bulletin issued by 
the Irish Stif-Detcrmination league, 
and added, MacSwiney had a very 
bad night, but he was still conscious 
and his mind was active. Today is 
the thirty-third day since he began 
his hunger strike in protest against 
his arrest by British authorities in 
Cork. 


Reports to the home office from

They reported there was virtually 
no change in MacSwiney's condition 
and that he had passed a restful 
night.

From head to feet he is a mass of 
wounds.

day evening, praised him
